Estimates now being considered in 
(e House show increased expendi- 
tures for administration cost in 
eveny department, 

A grasshopper plague is anticipated 
in the south east part of the pro- 
vince and provision is made for tits, 
Unfavorable crop conditions in the 
area of the Wani:am projec last year 
necessitate sume provision of sced for 
these settlers. The Veterans wil] be 
called on to pay one third of the 
seed costs with the balance being 
wmarged aginst’ their lease, 

Premier Manning indicated that 
Malf a million dollars was appropriat- 
-d for further irrigtion construction 
work, while additional provision will 
be niade to taxe auvautage of uny 
joint Dor inion-rovincial irr. ation 
unde. takin. s. 


Mere than nine millon ¢ 
been ipprop.iated for main 
vay constr.ction; one milion ior 
bridge building; over fiv. million for 
public buildings and institutions. 

The Alberta premier told the house 
Jow Pp ovinc.ul revenue was received: 
28,12 percent ot cur income revenue 
comes from Dominion subsidies und 
grants as compared with 34.5 percent 
from that source last year. Liquor 
profits wil] be 15.34 percent as com- 
pared with 20 percent; motcr ve- 
hicle licenses and gas tax represents 
20.67 percent of our estimated reven- 
ue compared with 24,5 percent last 
year, Revenue from natura] re- 
sources, including oil, will be ap. 
proximaely 24.11 percent or nearly 
15 million dollars. The premier 
stressed that this oil revenue comes 
from a depleting asset and shoulu 
not be used for current expenses but 
should be used for capital expendi. 
tures which provide other assets in 
lace of those being depleted. 

Appropriations for highways and 
public buildings will be in excess of 
15 million dollars this year, The 
total appropriations for socia]  ser- 
vices including education and health 
amount to approximately 26 million 
dollars, 

Hon. B, MacMillan, in replying on 
the work of his department to the 
house, indicated that the Province of 
Alberta did not receive a dollar in 
the way of Federal aid for roads. 
The State of Montana to the south of 
us last year received $16 million in 
Federa]. aid for road work, The 
Dominion did, in 1945, agree to pay 
two thirds of the cost of the Grim- 
shaw-road which travels into federal 
territory. At that time they estimat- 
ed the cost to be $2 million. When 
the road was completed it had cost 
$2,800,000 and ithe federal govern- 
ment have refused to pay any portion 
of the increased costs leaving it to 
be borne entirely by this province,

relating to the sale of margarine, 1t 
has been referred to the Agricultural 
Committee where any interestea 
grovps or individuals will have the 
opportunity of making representation 
on this question.

Increase In Immigration 


MOST CANADIANS HAVE BEEN AWARE of the fact that there has 


sa=—een an increasing flow of immigration from overseas during the past

Considerable publicity has been given to the arrival of displaced 
“persons from abroad and to the part which Canada has played in helping 
to solve the great post-war problem of finding homes for the many thous- 
ands of people made homeless by the war. In addition to the displaced 
persons, however, a large number of immigrants have come to Canada 
from the British Isles, from various parts of Europe and from the United 
States. In all, 125,414 new citizens, representing 52 races, entered Canada 
in 1948. 
e: G8. Sr @ 
England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales.sent the 
Largest Group largest group of immigrants, 46,000 having come 
shat from there, of which 30,310 were from England. 
From Britain From northern Europe there came 17,000, which 
was three fimes the number for 1947, Immigrants from the Netherlands, 
numbering 10,000 made up the largest group trom this region, but there 
were some Danes, Finns, Norwegians, Swedes and Swiss. From the thirty- 
seven members of the group designated as “other races’ Poland sent the 
largest number, which totalled 13,799, while there were 10,011 Ruthenians, 
and 9,386 Hebrews, who came mostly from displaced persons camps. All 
these figures showed increases over those of the preceding year, but in the 
case of immigrants coming here from the United States the number drop- 
ped to 7,881 as compared with 9,440 in 1947, 
* * * * 
Statistical reports showed that the largest group 
Farms Attract of immigrants were interested in farming, 34,260 
of the total number having come under that cate- 
Large Number gory. No doubt the admission of these people has 
considerably alleviated the shortage of labor which has been acute on many 
farms throughout Canada since the war years. Some will already have 
farms of their own, but others will be working on farms, some with the 
intention of later owning their own land. This will tend to offset the de- 
crease in the farm population which took place during the war, when many 
left the farms to join the armed services or to work in industries, and did 
not return, A large part of Canada is primarily \uited to agriculture, and 
it is regrettable to see abandoned farms, or land which is not used to its 
fullest capacity because of lack of sufficient help. While there is need for 
skilled help in many industries, there is little doubt but that those who 
plan either to work on farms or to take up land of their own, are among 
the most welcome class of immigrants at the present time.

Flood Situation 


Counting On 
Law Of Averages 


WINNIPEG. — Western Cana- 
dians are counting on the law 
of averages, plus experience, to 
prevent a recurrence this spring 
of 1948's million-dollar floods. 


Public works officials say that un- 
der nature’s own rotating system, 
floods of last year’s magnitude come 
on the average of only once every 
30 years. Then too, they say, west- 
ern Canadians learned much last 
year and will know through experi- 
ence how best to combat the threat 
of inundation, . 

British Columbians are watching 
the situation with some concern. 
Last year flood damage was estimat- 
ed by provincial authorities to have 
exceeded $25,000,000, with the Fraser 
River reaching its highest level since 
1894, 

In Alberta where the coal mining 
districts in the central part of the 
province bore the brunt of last year’s 
floods, public works officials have ex- 
pressed confidence over the outlook 
for this spring. 

Towns and villages in Saskatche- 
wan which were waterlogged for 
weeks last year are making their 
own arrangements in case of recur- 
rences, Steps are being taken to 
insure the safety of machinery and 
other equipment which might be 
damaged by water. Residents at such 
places as Roche Percee in the south- 
ern section of the province, inun- 
dated last year, are prepared to 
move valuables to higher ground. 

In Manitoba, where the Red River 
Valley became a bloated lake last 
spring, splitting the province from 
the United States border to Lake 
Winnipeg, conferences are being 
planned between American and Can- 
adian officials to consider what steps 
should be taken against floods, 

Residents along the Souris River, 
which courses through western Mani- 
toba and eastern Saskatchewan, say 
floods will come in their district, 
however, if even average snowfall 
occurs in March. 

The same fear has been expressed 
in other sections of the west. Heavy 
Winter snows gave Vent to the be- 
lief that while flooding won't be as 
severe as last year, it'll be enough 
to dampen more than spirits. "i

In Cattle 
Population 


EDMONTON—A record number of 
2,031,892 head of Alberta cattle, 
calves, hogs and sheep were sold last 
year for an unprecedented value of 
$139,762,641 as the province's live- 
stock industry experienced one of its 
most successful years in history, 

This information was disclosed re- 
cently by J. L. Pawley, dorninion dis- 
trict supervisor of livestock market- 
ing, in a talk to Edmonton district 
farmers, attending the sixth annual 
agricultural short course, 

The speaker said the cattle popu- 
lation, of Canada had dropped from 
10,758,000 head in 1945 to 9,470,000 
in 1948 and predicted a further drop 
in 1949 due to heavy marketings. In 
the western provinces alone, there 
was an increased kill and live export 
of about 225,000 head during the 
year, an increase of about 30 per 
cent. over 1947, 

Although marketings probably will 
be short in the second quarter of the 
new year, it is unlikely there will be 
any appreciable advance in price. 
Mr. Pawley said,

New Dodge Cars 


The new Dodge ig the “finest auto- 
mobile in 86 years of Dodge history” 
stated Mr. A. J, Shaw, general sales 
Manager Dodge-DeSoto Division, 
Chrysler Corporation of Canada Ltd., 
in announcing the latest Dodge mod- 
els, “It presents a new distinctive 
atyling, coupled with the latest. Chrys- 
ler Corporation-engineered develop. 
ments for comfort, safety and econ- 
omy.” 

The new Dodge is now on display 
in Gleichen at Central Motors, Hunt- 
er and Bogstie, props. 

Then new Dodge has been newly 
designed and styled throughout and 
is still the lowest-priced car with 
fluid drive engineered by the Chrysler 
Corporation, In appearance the car 
is long, wide-and low Extending bhe- 
tween the wider, higher-set headlamps 
is a distinctive, patterned, heavily 
chromed grille. The fenders, almost 
hood-high, extend straight back to 
finally ‘blend into the body which 
flares out from the windshield posts, 
Shallow rear fenders, with ful] wheel 
opening are accented by streamlined 
tail-lamps flowing back from the top 
of the fender.

This failure to reach an agreem 
on any issue has caused delay and 
smaller nations are for their own 
safety forming defence pacts within 
tie United Nations. 

The Treaty of Rio de Janerio be- 
came effective on December 8rd, 1948 
and binds the republics of the ‘West- 
cin Hemisphere to mutual defence 
against aggression. The Prine 
Minister of Canada has been the 
leading spirit in the formation of the 
North Atlantic Pact to maintain peace 
by being ready for defence. 

The Canadian people want above all 
things to avoid another war and re- 
gardless of politics on al] sides there 
is confidence that the Prime 
Minister and the Secretary of State 
for External Affairs, Mr. Pearson, 
have the ability, the experience and 
the determination -to so plan that 
everything pdbssible will be done 
in the interest of World Peace.
